REPORT 


Of the Superintending School Committee at the 
Annual Town Meeting, March 14, - 87 Gy os’ 


GENTLEMEN: ‘The statistics wrieltik ooninonln : 
the educational report from Littleton for the Cen- 
tennial year are greatly encouraging to her citizens. 
There is a volume of meaning in the fact that you 
have advanced in a hundred years from 16 bushels. 
of wheat to: $8543.61 as the expenditure for the 
eurrent year. This with 650 enrolled scholars. 
makes the average expense for each scholar to be 
$13. There have been 21 schools. maintained in 
town within the past year, with an average — length 
of 23 weeks for each’school. The whole length of 
all the summer schools in weeks of five days each, 
is 174; of the fall and winter schools is 311. The 
district high school is enjoying erent. prosperity. 
and accomplishing a noble work. oes 

Of the other schools there are three whosed 
average attendance for the year has been less than 
six. Five male teachers have been employed aver-— 
aging $44.20 per month. The 25 female teachers: 
have received an average of $25.60 per month. 
Two of the teachers had never taught school be-. 
fore. Eight taught two or more terms in the same 
school. ‘Two have “boarded round.” Nearly two- 
thirds of the School Registers were properly re- 
turned. In all but two cases the Prudential Goehks 


mittees were fortunate in securing the right teacher 
in the right place. ras , Akal 
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District No. 1. One term in the Fall, well at- 
tended and very successful; taught by - Ellen Cleas- 
by. She is well qualified and “apt to teach.” 

) Emma M. Elliott tanght both terms in No. 2 
and there was good work “done. This school ex- 
eels in reading. 

No. 3. Lizzie Cobleigh taught the Summer 
term. She is a teacher of experience and a faith- 
ful instructor. Sue C. Edson taught the Winter 
term and the school continued to improve. Miss 
Edson is one of the few female teachers that can 
manage large boys and ee them to earnest 
study. 

The first term in No. 4 was taught by Flora 
fi. Harvey. Her work was well planned. The 
second and third terms were taught by Lucy M. 
Brooks. It seemed a mistake to let Miss Harvey 

go but Miss Brooks was successful. ! 

In No 5 Estelle A. Chandler was the teacher 
of the summer school and worked faithfully. Mat- 
tie Cobb taught the second term and proved _her- 
‘self a superior teacher. She has enough enthusi- 
asm to insure success in any school. 

No. 6 is the best school outside of Union Dis- 
trict. Emma Flanders organized the school anew 
and made good progress. Her success was carried 
forward by Clara M. Longley and: Geo. W. Mce- 
Gregor. Their success was ensured by regular at- 
tendance and the interest of the District. The 
Book-keeping and Grammar classes in this school 
deserve special mention. 

No. 7. The first term was taught by Susie E. 
Jones with good results. Her earnest endeavors 
‘were hindered by the irregular attendance. Hs- 
meralda L. Metcalf took the winter school, not 
knowing that so many of the larger scholars were 
to attend. She did not think best to continue the 
whole term but resigned at the end of six weeks

and re-entered the Hist Behoel: Mis Blla Z. 7 Mills 
taught the remaining “time. She brought to the. 
somewhat demoralized school, the advantage of 
former experience and endeavored to make the
